They doubled their seats at 
every election and built the best- 
disciplined force in Japanese 
politics, The perty has almost

brings in a steady flow of funds. 


Champion of Social Causes 


An economics graduate of 
Tokyo University, Mr. Miyamoto 
gathered around him a cadre of 
dedicated. intellectuals. In the 
days when the Japanese economic 
miracle was creating minority 
concerns over pollution, social 
welfare and political corruption, 
many voters saw the Communists 
as champions of their cause. The 
JCP gained a reputation 85 an 
energetic, well-briefed unit ready 
to challenge the complacent con- 
servative majority in the Diet 
with pragmatic and frequently 
innovative policies, 

Recognizing the impossibility 
of promoting old-style Com~ 
munism in Japan, Mr, Miyamoto 
chose the moderate route of Euro- 
communism, He sanitized the 
JCP’s image by junking hard- 
core ideologues— ultra-leftists, 
pro-Peking, pro-Moscow elements 
and revisionists. 

Next to go were all of the 
rhetorical trappings of Com- 
munism. The party's theoreti- 
cians refer to Japan 85 an ad- 
vanced capitalist state, so “the 
dictatorship of the proletariat” 
was inappropriate. The phrase 
“Marxism-Leninism” and its as-

The result was a rout at 
the polls. 

Party May Have Peaked 

Some analysts say that the 

Communist influence hes Jeveled 
out in Japan and that their days 
of quick growth are over. Political 
science professor Rei Shiretori in- 
sists that there is no chance of 
the Communists gaining power in 
Japan for at least 30 to'40 years. 
“In the past, people tried to bal- 
ance the strong conservative gov- 
ernment by voting Communist,” 
be said. “But the Conservatives 
were very successful in selling the 
idea that a sound economy de- 
pends on them staying in power.”

CCentinued from Page 1) 
result in strong new Western in- 
fluences in Russia and would 
eventually bring the Soviet Union 
many of the advantages enjoyed 
by Western societies, including 
freedom. Mr. Arbatov approved of 
Western influence that would 
force changes in the Soviet Union, 
but, like many others, he feared 
that unilateral reforms from 
within could result in uncontrol- 
lable pressures for sudden, 
wrenching changes. In effect, he 
preferred to leave it to foreigners 
to force the changes that Soviet 
society could tolerate.

In Hunt for Stolen Documents 


FBI Raids Scientologist Offices 


By Anthony Marro 


WASHINGTON, July 10 WET. 
—FBL agents, carrying buz 
saws, sledge hammers, crow bars 

search warrants, entered 
Churck of Scientolozy offices 
kere and in the Los Angeles area 
Friday morning in an attempt to 
recover hundreds of documents 
allegedly stolen by church oper- 
atives from government files. 

The raids were made after the 
FBI received information about 
2 complex scheme that allegedly 
included infiltration of church 
operatives into government agen- 
cies, surreptitious entries into 
government buildings and thefts 
of government documents, 

According to ἃ 33-page affi- 
davit filed in U.S. District Court 
here in support of the request 
for the search werrants, persons 
working on behalf of the church 
also allegediy forged Internal 
Revenue Service credentials and 
bugged a conference room at 
which IRS officials were sche- 
duled to discuss the tax-exempt 
status of the church 

Fewer than half a dozen such 
operatives are named in the 
affidavit, and to date only 
one has been charged with a 
crime. But the affidavit contains 
allegations of a3 range of crimes 
that include conspiracy, theft of 
government property and ob- 
struction of justice. Justice De- 
partment sources said privately 
Friday thet further prosecutions 
most likely would be attempted 
if the evidence sought actually 
was found in the raids. 

An FBI official would not 
characterize the material taken 
Friday from the two offices, ex- 
cept to say that the raids were 
extremely productive. 

The information in the affi- 
Gavit was based mostly on ex- 
tensive interrogations of a former 
church official, Michael Meisner, 
27. According to the affidavit, 
he admitted to taking part in 
many of the acts. 

A church official, the Rev. 
Hugh Withere, said Friday that 
Mr, Meisner hed been connect- 
ed with the church but that this 
did not mean that anything he 
did was done on behalf of the 
church. 

He also said that Mr. Meisner 
had had 2 falling out with his 
wife, Patricia Meisner, who is a 
ranking official in the church, 
and with other church members. 
“He had some gripes and he 
left,” Mr. Wilhere said. “We 
haven't seen him in some time.” 

A second church official, 
Vaughn Young, the director of 
research, said in Los Angeles 
that he believed the whole epi- 
sode might be a “total and com- 
plete ploy” by the. government to 
discredit the church. 


Be noted that the church had 
filed a $750-million lawsuit against 
the FBI and other government 
agencies, accusing them of illegal 
harassment. He suggested that 
the alleged theft of documents 
might be the work of an agent 
provocateur. 

“They came in here at six 
o'clock in the morning with 
sledge hammers and ripped the 
doors off ibe walls.” he said. 
He said that the agents in fact 
had search warrants but forced 
in the doors after a church 
member said that be did not have 
keys to the offices they wanted 
to enter. 

The raids, which were coordi- 
nated to begin at 9 a.m. here and 
at ὃ a.m, on the West Coast, were 
directed against offices at 2125 S 
Street NW in Washington and 
at two locations in the Los An- 
ΓΙ area. 

Search for Documents 

By early evening, agents were 
still combing through files in 
both locations, searching for 
copies of at least 161 documents 
that Mr. Meisner identified as 
having been taken from IRS and 


Civilian Detained 
By U.S. Army in 
Identity Mix-Up 

MIAMI, July 10 (AP).—The 
Army has assigned ἃ special unit 
to find out why ὦ civilian was 
arrested as a deserter and held 
for 40 days. But a former Penta- 
gon official says the Army al- 
ready knows what went wrong 
and the same thing has happen- 
ed many times. 

“If a guy wanis to get into the 
armed services with fraudulent 
identification, it’s easy. That's 
what happened i in this case,” said 
Donald Stewart, retired inspector 
general of the Defense Investica- 
tive Service, 

Mr. Stewart referred to a case 
involving Lester Adgers, 28. of 
Charlotte, N.C. He was found 
unqualified for military service 
eight years ago but was arrested 
in March as a deserter. 

Mr. Adgers said he insisted 
from the day he was picked up 
that someone apparently hed us- 
ed stolen identification to enlist 
under his name. An Army spokes- 
man in Charlotte seid records 
show someone identifying θα 
self as Lester Adgers signed 11 
in January, 1975, but failed ‘io 
report for active duty two months 
later. 

The army held the real Lester 
Adgers for 40 days. ‘When the 
army finally cleared him, he was 
given a $2,000 settlement, 


Justice Department files and any 
other government docuntents tnat 
might also have ben taken. 

Although the documents iden- 
tified by Mr. Meisner camé from 
IRS or Depariment of Justice 
files, they included documents 
originating in other agencies as 
well, including the CIA, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Metropclitan 
Police Department ard the Coast 
Guard. 

The Church of Scientology, 
founded in 195u by Ron Hubbare, 
a science fiction writer, claims 
about 3.2 million members around 
the world. It is based on a plu- 
lesophy that uses various counscl- 
ing deviers to aid its followers 
in gaining self-knowledge and 
self-awareness. 

Suits Against Government 

In recent years, it has iniucted 
several lawsuits against the gor- 
ernment, which 1 claimr has 
been keeping the organization 
and its members under improper 
surveillance. It also has waged 
an extensive, and seemingly well- 
funded, campaign to force the 
U.S. government to cut its ties 
to Interpol, the private, interna- 
tional organization which collects 
and disseniinates information to 
police agencies. 

According to the affidavit by FBI 
agent Robert Tittle, Mr, Meisner 
contacted Justice Department of- 
ficials in Los Angeles in May and 
said that he wanted to turn him- 
self in and cooperate with the 
government’s investigation of the 
alleged thefts. 

The affidavit says that, during 


“two weeks of interrogation by 


FBI agents, Mr. Meisner said that 
his Knowledge of the alleged plan 
dated back to 1974, when church 
officials ealled for an all-out at- 
tack on the IRS. which had oc- 
casionally withheld tax-exempt 
status from certain church sub- 
sidiaries because it was not satis- 
fied that they met the criteriz 
for exemption.

Diplomatic sources in Moga- 
dishu believe that the Ethiopian 
Army 16 regrouping in Harar and 
dijiga in preparation for 2 vast 
offensive aimed at pushing So- 
mali insurgents out of Ethiopia. 


Ethiopie is reported to be air- 
lifting 11,000 men to be Ogaden 
to reinforce 30.000 treops already 
there. 

Response Indicaied 

‘Western and Arab diplomatic 
sources said thet the reports of 
increased rebel] activity im the 
Ogaden demonstrate a response 
by the Somah insurgents to the 
airlift, 


A highly informed Arab dipio- 
matic source said that the Ethio- 
plans have added Soviet Strella 
SAML-7 missiles, MI-8 helicopters 
and many Soviet armored person- 
nel carriers to the sophisticated 
US. weaponry in their wsenal, 
“The Ethiopians will move soon 
and. when they do. we will feel it 
in Mogadishu,” the source said. 


Somalia has had a longstanding 
claim on the Somali-speaking 
Ogaden region, an area about half 
the size of Somalia, and has been 
equipping and training the 6,000- 
man Liberation Pront.

S. African Province Weighs 
Multiracial Local Government 


JOHANNESBURG, July τα 
‘AP!—A™ provincial official in 
South Africa's Natel Province has 
announced that white, black and 
Indian leaders Will meet later this 
month for unprecedented talks 
aimed at creating a multiracial 
government there. 

Such 3 move. which hes been 
quietly discussed fer several 
months. would run counter to 
Sovth Africa's long-established 
Policies of white supremacy and 
racial separation. 

Frank Martin. senior member of 
the Provincia] Executive Council, 
in announcing the meeting Fri- 
day, said that the agenda would 
be jeft open so that black leaders 
would not commit themselves to 
anything simply by attending. 

If preliminary agreement on ob- 
iechives can be reached, full- 
seale talks would become a pos- 
sibility, he said. 

A 1970 government census found 
that Natal in eastern South Afri- 
ea, had a population of 442,000 
whites, 67,000 “coloreds.” or per- 
sons of mixed race, 515,000 In- 
dians and 1.1 million blacks. 

Mr. Martin gave no details of 


“the provincial lJeadership’s plans 


but in a recent newspaper inter- 
view he said “our scheme” would 
recognize blacks as permanent 
residents of urban areas and 
would extend full civil rights to 
them. 


South Africa's ruling National 
party has been split recently over 
whether or how to recognize the 
rights of urban blacks Hving out— 
aide their designated tribal home- 
lands.

NAIROBI, duly 1 (WP)— 
Facing military threats from 
some of their neighbors and hos- 
file propaganda from others, 
Kenya and the Sudan are be- 
coming friends, 

Although the Sudan still relies 
heavily on Egypt for moral and 
military support, a 16-man dele- 
gation from Khartoum signed an 
agreement here last week that is 
designed to foster economic and 
political cooperation. 

Only a few years ago, the 
Sudan, a2 member of the Arab 
League, was Kenya's most remote 
neighbor in every respect. But 
now they pian to translate ideolog- 
ical agreement into a 600-mile 
Toad that will make the Kenyan 
port of Mombasa the gateway to 
the outside world for the isolated 
but potentially rich southern 
region of the Sudan. :

Soviet Broadcast 
Plays U.S. Songs 
In Rights Rebuff 


MOSCOW, duly 10 (AP).—So- 
viet radio listeners tuned in to 
an wnusnal 45-minute concert of 
Protest songs by Johmny Cash. 
Joan Baez, Judy Collins and 
other American folk singers yes- 
terday. 


The program was part of .a 
mounting campaign to convince 
Soviet citizens that human rights 
are frequently violated In the 
United States—an effort to blunt 
President Carter's criticism of 
civil rights violations in the So- 
viet Union. 

The theme was emphasized 
during the program by 2 narra- 
tor who delivered a social com- 
mentary on US. life.

In May, the Sudan expelled 
about 90 Sovier military advisers 
and ordered the Soviet Union to 
reduce its embassy staff in Khar- 
toum. Eenya and the Sudan 
Stand alone in this part of the 
world in pursuing an anti-Com- 
munist foreign policy and both 
recently began receiving U.S. 
military assistance, 

In the short rum, Eenya stands 
to profit most because of poten- 
tial exports of agricultural and 
manufactured goods to the Sudan. 

Between 1972 and last year, the 
value of Kenyan exports to the 
Sudan jumped from $15 millidn 
to 5105 million. The Sudan. which 
previously had exported nothing to 
Eenya, soki $340,000 worth of 
goods here lJast year. 

Arab Investors Arrive 


The Sudan, with a population 
of 16 million and with Arab- 
donated petrodollars to spend, 
could become the largest con- 
sumer of Kenyan goods once the 
road is built. The Sudan's in- 
fluence with the oil-producing 
Arab states could help Kenya im~ 
prove its position in other lucra~ 
tive markets. Arabs who are in- 
vesting in the Sudan are drop- 
ping into Kenya for a look and 
they seem to like what they see. 

It is no coincidence that Αἴτι- 
can-Arab cooperation was near 
the top of the list of 16 points 
in the joint communiqué. Now 
that both countries are facing 
armed conflicts on their borders 
—the. Sudan on its Ethopian 
frontier, Kenya on its border with 
Somalia—each is reassured to 
have a friendly neighbor.

Belize Is Seeking 
U.S. Military Hel p 
If Denied by U.K. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (GPT, 
—Prime Minister George Price of 
Belize said he wants the United 
States to provide military security 
for his nation when it receives 
independence if Britain rejects 
that role. 


Mr. Price Was in Washington 
for negotiations between Britain 
and Guatemala over a territorial 
dispute concerning Belize, a self. 
governing British territory. 

He said Priday he also wants 
the United States to “support 
the complete independence of 
Belize" by endorsing 2 resolution 
to be presented in the UN Gen~ 
eral Assembly.

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Concorde: Passing the Buck 


The continuing refusal of the Port Author- 
ity of New York and New Jersey to face its 
Tesponsibilities in the matter of the Con- 
eorde has become a national embarrassment. 
By voting last week to continue the “tem- 
porary” ban against operations of the Con- 
worde at Kennedy Airport while more 
“studies are conducted. the Port Authority's 
members have abused their power and deni- 
ed fair treatment to two of this nation’s 
oldest allies. They have done it, so far as 
we can tell, to shift to the courts tne reper- 
eussions of a decision that ought to be made 
by someone other than judges. 

The issue. at this point. is not whether 
the Concorde should be allowed to operate 
out of Kennedy Airport. It is whether the 
Concorde’s owners, the British and French 
governments, will be given a chance to 
meet that airport’s noise standards. The 
Port Authority won't say that the Concorde 
is too noisy to meet the standards. It won't 
say that it isn't too noisy: It won't permit 
tests of the airplane to determine how noisy 
it really is. And it won’t say anything about 
the situation at all except that it isn't going 
tn decide anything of sirbstance. 

The Port Authority's position ls that it 
has consistently enforced its noise standards 
down through the years. But when jet aur- 
planes weré first introduced. the Port Au- 
thority tested them and gave thelr owners 
8 chance to modify the planes and the 
operating procedures so that they could meet 
the standards. It refuses to do that for 
the Concorde. Beyond that, tne federal gov- 
ernment claims that the noise standards the 
Port Authority says it has are not being 
enforced against other airplanes. The 
Justice Department told the courts 2 couple 
of months ago that “subsonic aircraft

Probing the 


There wasn't much debate before the Sen- 
ate decided by volce vote recently to autho- 
tize a new special prosecutor to pursue the 
investigation of alleged Korean influence- 
buying on Capitol ἘΠῚ. One ean think of 
several reasons why the idea was accepted 
so readily. For one thing, lt never hurts for 
senators to endorse a vigorous probe of 3 
scandal that so far seems to be centered 
im the House. Beyond that, the pian advanc- 
ed by Sen. Don Riegie, D-Mieh. would give 
the attorney general 90 days elther to find 
the allegations “unsubstantiated” or turn the 
matter over to 2 court-appointed prosecutor. 
‘These options shonid appeal both to those 
who want 8 fail inquiry and to those who 
prefer to have the Justice Department con- 
tain the case and wrap it up soon. 

Congressional Republican leaders have 
been especially skeptical of a Democratic 
administration’s ability to investigate affairs 
involving prominent Mili Democrats. But 
here, too, some other factors may be in play. 
On June 9. for Instance, House Minority 
Leader John J. Rhodes, D-Ariz., ealled for 
8 special prosecutor partly as a way of 
stopping Justice Department leaks. Oddly 
enough. two days earlier The New York 
Times had carried a leaked report that the 
scandals may touch some prominent Republi- 
cans. 

We don’t want to be unduly cynical about 
this. It is striking, though, that no advocate 
of a special inquiry nas set forth any specific 
evidence that the Justice Department 15 


limit without being denied future access to 
JFK or other sanctions.” 

We can understand the motivation’ that 
has led the Port Authority to stall for 16 
months on the application of the two for- 
eign governments for landing rights.

arises out of political fear. If the Concorde 
begins to operate out of that airport, the 
Port Authority may have on lis hands 2 
widespread public demonstration in protest 
as well as serious legal and political reper- 
enssions, If it refuses to let the plane land, 
tt will have affronted the federal govern- 
ment. not ta mention the British and 
French. and may have triggered serious trade 
reprisals or other international repercus- 
sions. 

So. the Port Authority's members have 
ducked. As a result, the matter will go back 
into the courts on a claim that it is dellb- 
erately discriminating against the Concorde. 
That will have the effect of shifting to the 
courts not only the responsibility for a fair 
decision but the criticism that will inevitably 
flow from it. Fortunately for the country 
—-because decisions do have to be made— 
courts do not often duck. Nevertheless, they 
ought not to be forced to decide matters 
just because other officials are afraid of 
the possible repercussions. The failure of 
the Port Authority to do its duty in this 
ease is 2 classic example of a significant 
and unwelcome development. Nationwide, 
judges are being called on by elected and 
appointed officials to wield more and more 
control over daily life in this country—con- 
trol that the courts by their nature are not 
well equipped to exercise. And the elected 
and appointed officials who are supposed 
to be exercising this power are doing so less

incapable of handling this case. The sheer 
length of the investigation does not prove 
that Justice has been dallying. The case is 
very subtle and complex; some key figures 
are out of the country or shielded by diplo- 
matic immunity, and bribery and influence- 
peddling can be devilishly hard to prove. 


To some, those very factors suggest that 
at least the appearance of political conflicts 
is unavoidable, so that a special prosecutor 
should be named to bolster public confidence. 
But that line of argument assumes that 
regular agencies of justice cannot be trusted 
to handie politically sensitive cases at all 
—and that special prosecutors are inherently 
more upright and effective and untainted by 
politics or personal ambition than the peo- 
ple entrusted with the day-to-day enforce- 
ment of the nation’s laws. If that view is 
to be one of the enduring legacies of Water- 
gate, it promises to be a very ingenuous and 
dangerous one... 

At some point, the Korean affair might 
become the sort of case in which a special 
prosecutor is required. Right now, however, 
the Justice Department should press ahead. 
If members of Congress want to prove their 
commitment to rooting out corruption on 
the Hill, they can best do so by investigat- 
ing the scandal vigorously themselves and 
dealing firmly with colleagnes whose con- 
duct, while perhaps not provably criminal, 
has abused the public trust. 
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Some Small Steps to Peking 


Chinese officials have been telling Amerl- 
ean visitors—former Chief of Naval Opera- 
ons Elmo Zumwalt is the most recent— 
that the Carter administration must sever 
the umbilical cord that binds the United 
States to the Nationalist government on 
Taiwan.

Two steps would help. First, the US 
administration should complete the with- 
drawal of American military personnel from 
Taiwan. The 1,400 officers and enlisted men 
who remain are not essential either to 
guarantee our commitment or to Talwan's 
ability to defend itself. But their removal 
eould be of symbolic importance to the 
Peking government. 

Second, the Vance mission might seek 
agreement to the elaims arising from the 
freezing of Chinese assets in the United 
States and the confiscation of American 
Property in China in 1950.

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US. Economy: Lance ‘Pleased, but Not Satisfied’

I’m more 
optimistic than the professional 
economists. It's just an intuitive 
feeling. 

“But we have to give top priori- 
ty in dealing with inflation and 
unemployment. The two are tied 
together, We simply must do 
something about unemployment 
in the 16-to-24 age group, where 
about 3 million are out of work, 

“We've got to find a solution 
because that’s a drain on our 
economic viability in the future. 
The government and the private 
sector have got to work together 
on that problem.” 

‘On the federal budget, Mr. 
Lance indicated he thought the 
actual numbers for the 1978 
Decal year might turn out better 
than the revised $61.5-billion defi-

Even the Priday morning mews that the wholesale price indcx 
in June dropped 0.6 per cent—the greatest decline for any single 
month in uearly four years—failed to lift the stock merket despite 
tts favorable implications on the inflation front. 

The Dow Jones industrial average, forming a sawtooth pattern 
in a four-session week shortened by the Independence Dar holiday, 
finished at 907.99 with a loss of 4.66 points. Turnover on the New 
York Stock Exchange amounted to 83.7 million shares, compared with 
the previous week's 99.1 million shares. 

Bine-chip issues—the market sector that dazzled investors in the 
first half of 1975 and again in early 1976—continued under pressure. 
Among stocks sagging to new 1977 lows were Dow Chemical, Monsanto, 
International Paper, St. Regis Paper and Champion Internationai. 

Prices of bonds came under pressure last week, amid concern 
about the potential growth in the money supply to be reported 
during the rest of July. In the latest week the basic money supply 
rose by 5100 million. 

The government securities market was quiet and nervous, with 
prices edging lower.

YORK—Beconing a true 
friend of the environment has 
Tiade me appreciate bugs. In re- 
turn, bugs appreciate me. I have 
this straight from the bug's 
mouth, as it were. A mosquito 
named Louis told 
me so in writing, 
"Chief," Louis 
wrote, “rou are 
one swell gur.” 

Louis writes on 
brown paper bags. 
using his stinger 
a8 a pen and my 
blood as ink. In 
the old days be- 
fore becoming a 
ἔπιε friend of 
the environment, 
I would have mashed Louis for 
burglarizing my bloodstream and 
never discovered his talent, 

That was before ecologists 
pointed out that. if we killed the 
bugs, the birds would have noth- 
ing to eat and would all go away. 
Since I quit killing bugs, birds 
are, sure enough. ali over the 
Place, although they seem to 
prefer the strawberries to the 
bugs at the dinner hour.

“She says to tell you that you 
are a true friend of the environ- 
ment and she will not feel 50 
bad now if she gets eaten by the 
cat as, if the cat gets eaten by 
the birds. it will mean she hes 
fulfilled her roie in the chain of 
iife by making sure the birds 
will not ali have to go away, 

“The tomato worms and the 
slugs are also grateful for your 
support, particularly since they 
know you cannot claim them as 
dependents on your income tax, 
The only thing is, Chief. they 
wish you would not keep referring 
to them: as bugs, which they 
Tegard aS an ethnic slur. 

“They realize you don't know 
any better and do not hold it 
against you. As Gaylord, the 
grandfather of the slugs, put it 
the other night, any human 
that refuses to use pesticides im 
his garden has to be forgiven a 
few 

“The mealy bugs promise a sur- 
prise, I don't want to spoil it but 
I think you ean jJook forward to 
being rid of those awful potted 
avocado plants cluttering up the 
patio. For the grand finale, I 
shall arrive in person with 5,000 
of my closest relatives, almost 
all of whom can write on brown 
paper bags, and, if you will 
provide the ink, like a true friend 
of the environment, we will write

The human-rights reason is 
more complicated.

There is also an 
awareness that displaying cer- 
tain books—especizlly those 
written by dissident authors in- 
side or outside of Russta—could 
cause trouble. 

Those US. publishers who are 
exhibiting are screening their 
titles This self-censorship is 
designed to prevent incidents in 
which books might -be turned 
back by fair officials and pro- 
tests would become necessary. 


Regulations 


At the heart of the human- 
rights issue are regulations for 
exhibitors that mention tong- 
Standing Soviet laws. The cru- 
cial section reads: 

“The exhibitor is forbidden to 
exhibit, as well 33 to present 
as souvenirs, books and other 
printed matter incompatible in 
content and design with Soviet 
legislation (books advocating 
war or race or national ex- 
clusiveness, offending the na- 
tional dignity of other exhibi- 
tors, publications incompatible 
with public morals, etc).”
